Evelle
Younger and retired Sheriff
Eugene W. Biscailuz, Los
Angeles County March of
Dimes Campaign co-chair-
men.

Eilis commented that the
March of Dimes is currently
fighting birth defects, which
affect more than a quarter-
million American babies an-
nually,

“I think most of us would
consider it alarming if we
heard about an epidemic in
which a new case struck
every other minute, which
was the second greatest de-
stroyer of life, and which
caused half of all mental
retardation,” declared the
volunteer chairman.

“Yet,” he pointed out,
birth defects are respons-
ible for all this, and for
much more human damage.
Many defects are not ap-
parent at birth, They appear
later in life, causing physi-
cal or mental disability.”

In research, scientists
supported by March of
Dimes grants have devel-
oped ways of detecing sev-
eral defects of body chem-
istry that can cause mental
retardation, and are study-
ing the hereditary and en-
vironmental factors which
affect a baby's development
before birth.

“In addition,” Ellis said,
“the March of Dimes is con-
ducting a national educa-
tional program to inform
every expectant mother of
the importance of prenatal
care in minimumizing risks
to the newborn child.”

In County

SACRAMENTO — Califor-
nia’s population has been es-
tablished at 19,782,000 as of
July 1, 1968, according to
Casper W. Weinberger, di-
rector of the department of
finance, an increase of 1.6
per cent above the revised
1967 total of 19,748,000.

The greatest numerical
growth in the past year was
experienced by Los Angeles
County witn 64,100 new res-
idents, while the highest
relative growth rate was ob-
served by Ventura County,
which grew 5 per cent in
the last year.

The state’s least populuus
county, Alpine, remained
constant with only 400 resi-
dents and no changes in the
last three years, while Del
Norte, Modoc and Trinity
declined since 1960, but the
combined loss was only
2,385, according to the fi-

|

nance department's esti.
mates.

e
THE EIGHT southern

counties are now estimated
to contain 58.3 per cent of
the total state population,
up slightly from the 57.4
per cent living there in
1960. The bay area counties’
share remained relatively
stable at about 23 per cent.

In a county- by - county
count, Los Angeles County
had a 1968 estimated popu-
lation of 7,101,400 as com-
pared with the 1965 esti-
mated total of 6,868,300 per-
sons which represented an
increase of 0.9 per cent in
1968.

NINE COUNTIES of the
58 in the state, now exceed
a half million in population.
Second in total population
was Orange County which
registered 1,317,800 persons
in 1968 representing an in.
crease of 613,875 since 1960,
Five counties have more
than one million population,
led by Los Angeles County
with its 7,101,400 residents.

Worthy of note, Wein-
berger said, is the continu-
ing decline in both the rate
and the number of natural
increase and net migration
for the state which amount-
ed to 141,000 in 1968.
